Information
HISTORY:

The Public Works Street Division performs utility street cut patching, roadway pothole filling,
and street repairs. To accomplish these tasks, the Street Division requires the purchase of Hot
Mix Asphalt (HMA).

A Call for Bids was advertised in the Walla Walla Union Bulletin on January 24, 2022. Bids
were opened on February 9, 2022, at the office of the City Clerk. The City received two bids
with Central Manufacturing, Inc. being the low bidder with a bid in the amount of $267,349.50.
Staff has reviewed the bids and determined that the bid provided by Central Manufacturing,
Inc. is the lowest responsive bid.

WHEREAS, the City of Walla Walla passed Municipal Ordinance A-2405 on
May 13, 1970 which classified the City of Walla Walla as a nonchartered code city under
Title 35A of the Revised Code Washington (RCW); and

WHEREAS, the Washington Supreme Court held in U. S. v. Town of Bonneville,
94 Wn.2d 827, 832, 621 P.2d 127 (1980) that optional code cities organized under RCW
Title 35A have ™the broadest powers of local self-government consistent with the
Constitution of this state.” RCW 35A.01.010. Such municipalities are capable of entering
into contracts without restriction[;]" and

WHEREAS, the City Street Division requires hot mix asphalt; and

WHEREAS, the City of Walla Walla published and advertised a call for
competitive bids for hot mix asphalt on January 24, 2022; and

WHEREAS, all timely bid proposals have been evaluated, the contractor
identified in section 1 herein is the lowest responsible bidder, and the contractor
identified in section 2 herein is the second lowest responsible bidder, and

WHEREAS, the supply of asphalt to the City in 2019 was interrupted and
required special procurement of asphalt needed to timely complete City projects; and

WHEREAS, the Walla Walla City Council has considered this matter during a
regularly and duly called public meeting of said Council, has given this matter careful
review and consideration, and finds that good government and the best interests of the
City of Walla Walla will be served by passage of this resolution,

NOW THEREFORE, the City Council of the City of Walla Walla resolves as
follows:

Section 1: The contract to supply hot mix asphalt is hereby awarded to Central
Manufacturing, and the City Manager of the City of Walla Walla, and designees of the
City Manager, are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to purchase such materials
and supplies, and execute such purchase orders, contracts, agreements, and other
documents that may be required to make such purchase; provided that sufficient
appropriations therefor have been made by the Walla Walla City Council.

Section 2: In the event that the supplier named in section 1 herein is unable to timely
supply sufficient hot mix asphalt, and the City Manager of the City of Walla Walla, and
designees of the City Manager, are authorized, empowered and directed to purchase such
materials and supplies from Humber Asphalt, and execute such purchase orders,
contracts, agreements, and other documents that may be required to make such purchase;
provided that sufficient appropriations therefor have been made by the Walla Walla City
Council.



Section 3: The City Manager of the City of Walla Walla, and designees of the City
Manager, are hereby authorized and empowered to execute amendments, modifications,
and change orders to the purchase orders, contracts, agreements, and other documents
authorized by this resolution on behalf of the City of Walla Walla, provided that
sufficient appropriations have been made by the Walla Walla City Council, and provided
further the aggregate value of all amendments, modifications, and change orders may not
exceed one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000.00).

Section 4: The City Clerk of the City of Walla Walla is hereby authorized and
directed to attest the purchase orders, contracts, agreements, and other documents
authorized by section 1 and 2 herein and any amendments, modifications or change
orders authorized by section 3 herein, and to attach to each duplicate thereof a copy of
this resolution.

Authorizes a time and materials, not to exceed professional services contract in the amount of
$31,965 with Anderson Perry & Associates, Inc, for traffic analysis and completion of a National
Highway Freight Program grant application for Pine Street (2nd to 9th).

Information
HISTORY:

WHAT IS THE CONTRACT FOR?
This is a professional services contract with Anderson Perry & Associates, Inc. (AP) for traffic

analysis and completion of a National Highway Freight Program grant application for Pine
Street (2nd to 9th).

WHY DO WE NEED TO HIRE A CONSULTANT?

The Engineering Division is currently short staffed in multiple positions and does not have the
necessary traffic analysis expertise necessary for WSDOT'’s Intersection Control Evaluation.
Additionally, hiring a consultant allows staff to work on and oversee several other projects that
also need to be completed.

IS THE COST REASONABLE?

The not-to-exceed cost of $31,965 was negotiated by staff with AP. With approximately 190
labor hours, this equates to an average hourly rate of $168. This average hourly rate is
consistent with design services on similar past projects.

PROJECT INFORMATION:



Pine Street ranked #19 on the 2012 TBD priority list and jumped to #9 on the 2021 TBD citizen
priority list. In 2020, Pine Street was identified as an advantageous project for pursuit of
federal funding due to its designation as a truck route, connection between a City Primary
Arterial (2nd Avenue) and a State Highway (SR125/9th Avenue). Additionally, Pine Street is
located within a Low/Moderate Income (LMI) neighborhood, as established by the US Census,
which has become an important consideration with recent federal transportation funding
opportunities. On July 8, 2020, Council approved Resolution 2020-072 authorizing AP to
provide a 30% design of Pine Street (2nd to 9th) with the intent of bringing the project closer to
a "Shovel-Ready" condition, should funding opportunities occur.

This new contract with AP, will pursue the first federal aid opportunity via the National Highway
Freight Program. Staff believes this project fits well within the funding programs goals.

AP's work will also include traffic data collection, signal warrant analysis, safety analysis and
the development, review, and recommendation of design alternatives for the 9th/Pine
intersection according to WSDOT's prescribed intersection control evaluation.

CONSULTANT SELECTION DETAILS:

AP was originally selected from the MRSC Professional Services Roster as the most qualified
to perform this work in accordance with RCW 39.80. Staff is satisfied with their work to date
and given their involvement in the completed 30% design, they remain the most highly
qualified to perform this additional work.

POLICY ISSUES:
Contracts greater than or equal to $20,000 require Council Authorization.

The Pine Street (2nd - 9th) project is consistent with the goals of the TBD and is listed as a
grant dependent project within the Council-adopted 2022-2027 Capital Facilities Plan.

RCW 47.24.020(13) addresses jurisdictional controls and responsibilities for traffic control on
state highways within cities. The RCW stipulates that traffic control is the responsibility of the
city since the city’s population is greater than 27,500.

WHEREAS, the Walla Walla City Manager executed a cooperative purchasing
and contracting agreement with Sourcewell; and

WHEREAS, the crack sealant needed by the City is available from a vendor

Information
HISTORY:



WHAT IS THIS CONTRACT FOR?

This is a construction contract for cleaning Well 5, a 1,350 gallons per minute (GPM),
1,090' deep basalt well. Work under this contract will include removal and inspection of the
pump and wellhead, scrubbing/cleaning the shaft and casing, treatment of the well hole,
camera inspection, and reassembly.

WHY IS IT NEEDED?

The Mill Creek Plan identified Well 5 as the next well to potentially be converted to an Aquifer
Storage and Recovery (ASR) well. Prior work identified the need to clean this well prior to
starting ASR testing. This contract is for the inspection, evaluation, and cleaning of the well.

PROJECT INFORMATION/DETAILS

Well 6, along with Well 1, are a part of the City’s Aquifer's Storage and Recovery (ASR)
program. In May 2018, the City, working in collaboration with the city's (now retired) water
rights attorney, Charlie Roe, the Confederated Tribes of the Umatilla Indian Reservation
(CTUIR), and the Washington State Department of Fish and Wildlife (DF&W) issued the Mill
Creek Report. The report identified several projects with the potential to enhance the water
balance between municipal water demands and in-stream flows in Mill Creek. Projects
identified in the report included converting Well 5 to an ASR well.

The City relies on Well 5 and six other wells to provide emergency water supply to the system.
The well was used in 2019 and 2020 to provide water while the Water Treatment Plant was
offline during construction (LT2, 2019) and when the raw water pipe was damaged by flooding
in 2020.

On October 13, 2021, City Council passed Resolution 2021-135 accepting the Department of
Ecology grant for the Well 5 Rehabilitation and Acquire Storage and Recovery (ASR) feasibility
study to pay for this work.

BIDDING DETAILS

On February 7, staff sent a request for bids to 47 contractors on MRSC’s Small Works Roster
for Well Drilling, Development, and Redevelopment. On March 2, 2022, two bids were received
and opened. The low bidder was Carpenter Drilling, LLC with a bid in the amount of
$152,133.30. Staff has reviewed the contractor's qualifications and found them to be qualified
and their bid to be fair and reasonable.

POLICY ISSUES:

This project is consistent with the Council adopted 2022-2027 Capital Facilities Plan
(Ordinance 2021-38). The project is also consistent with the 2018 Mill Creek Report.

Contracts $20,000 or greater require Council authorization.

Information
HISTORY:

WHAT IS THIS CONTRACT FOR?

This is a construction contract for cleaning Well 6. Well 6 is a 2,500 gallons per minute (GPM)
,1,330' deep basalt Aquifer Storage and Recovery (ASR) well. Work under this contract will
include removal and inspection of the pump and wellhead, scrubbing/cleaning the shaft and
casing, treatment of the well hole, camera inspection, and reassembly.

WHY IS IT NEEDED?



The well has taste and odor issues. This contract is for the inspection, evaluation, and cleaning
of the well. Data collected during cleaning will be used to determine what, if any, additional
steps are necessary should the cleaning process not resolve the current taste and odor issues.

BACKGROUND INFORMATION:

Well 6, along with Well 1, are a part of the City’s Aquifer's Storage and Recovery (ASR)
program. In May 2018, the City, working in collaboration with the City's (now retired) water
rights attorney, Charlie Roe, the Confederated Tribes of the Umatilla Indian Reservation
(CTUIR), and the Washington State Department of Fish and Wildlife (DF&W) issued the Mill
Creek Report. The report identified several projects with the potential to enhance the water
balance between municipal water demands and in-stream flows in Mill Creek. Projects
identified in the report included improving Well 6, which has some operational and water
quality issues.

The City relies on Well 6 and six other wells to provide emergency water supply to the system.
The well was used in 2019 and 2020 to provide water while the Water Treatment Plant was
offline for a disinfection upgrade project (LT2, 2019) and when the raw water pipe was
damaged by flooding in 2020. Although the water has been tested and the results meet or
exceed EPA and Washington State drinking water regulations, water from Well 6 has an
undesirable odor and taste that has been noticed by city water customers.

On December 2, 2020, City Council passed Resolution 2020-126 authorizing the study of Well
6 in order to establish a plan for addressing the taste and odor issue.

BIDDING DETAILS

On February 7, 2022, staff sent a request for bids to 47 contractors on MRSC’s Small Works
Roster for Well Drilling, Development, and Redevelopment. On March 2, 2022, three bids were
received and opened. The low bidder was Carpenter Drilling, LLC with a bid in the amount of
$170,210.70. Staff has reviewed the contractor's qualifications and found them to be qualified
and their bid to be fair and reasonable.

This is a rebid of the 2021 Well 6 cleaning project. City Council passed Resolution 2021-79,
rejecting the one (1) bid that was received at that time. The engineer's estimate for the project
was $100,000.00. The bid was in the amount of $315,810.00. Based on contractor’s input the
project scope elements were revised and additional working days were added to the project.

This project is consistent with the Council adopted 2022-2027 Capital Facilities Plan
(Ordinance 2021-38). The project is also consistent with the 2018 Mill Creek Report.

On December 7, 2011, the City passed Resolution TBD-2011-04 submitting a ballot
proposition to authorize a City of Walla Walla, Transportation Benefit District to impose a sales
and use tax in accordance with RCW 82.14.0455 in the amount of two-tenths of one percent
(0.2%) for a period of ten years.

On February 14, 2012, the ballot proposition passed by a vote of 4,275 (61.7%) in favor of the
proposition and 2,654 (38.3%) against.

On April 25, 2012, the City was notified by the Department of Revenue that it would begin
collecting the tax on July 1, 2012.

On May 9, 2012, the City passed Ordinance TBD-2012-01 formalizing this tax.
Under current state law, with no additional action, the sales tax would expire on June 30,

2022. Currently a Transportation Benefit District may be extended for one (1) additional ten
(10) year term, by the voters of the district.



On July 14, 2021, the City passed Resolution 2021-102, providing for a ballot proposition to
continue and extend the existing sales and use tax of two-tenths of one percent (0.2%) for the
Transportation Benefit District.

On November 2, 2021, the ballot proposition passed by a vote of 5,804 (74.03%) in favor of the
proposition, and 2,306 (25.97%) against.

The City of Walla Walla must now formalize this extension of the existing two-tenths of one
percent (0.2%) for the Transportation Benefit District from July 1, 2022 to June 30, 2032, by
passage of this ordinance.

ORDINANCE NO. 2022-05

AN ORDINANCE EXTENDING IMPOSITION OF A SALES AND USE TAX IN THE
AMOUNT OF TWO-TENTHS OF ONE PERCENT (0.2%) UPON ALL TAXABLE
SALES AND USES IN THE AMOUNT OF TWO-TENTHS OF ONE PERCENT
(0.2%) FOR A PERIOD OF TEN YEARS AND TAKING FURTHER ACTION
RELATED THERETO

WHEREAS, section 35.21.225 of the Revised Code of Washington (RCW)
authorizes cities to establish transportation benefit districts subject to the provisions of
chapter 36.73 RCW; and

WHEREAS, the City of Walla Walla duly established the Walla Walla City
Transportation Benefit District by Walla Walla City Ordinance 2011-19 passed on
November 2, 2011; and

WHEREAS, Walla Walla City Ordinance 2011-19 passed on November 2, 2011
established boundaries for the Walla Walla City Transportation District which are
coterminous with the boundaries of the Walla Walla City limits; and

WHEREAS, RCW 36.73.040(3)(a) authorizes transportation benefit districts to
impose a sales and use tax in accordance with RCW 82.14.0455 in the amount of two-
tenths of one percent (0.2%) for a period of ten years upon a favorable vote of the
qualified electors within the district for the purpose of financing certain transportation
improvements; and

WHEREAS, the Walla Walla City Transportation Benefit District passed
Resolution TBD-2011-04 on December 7, 2011 submitting a ballot proposition to the
qualified electors of the district on February 14, 2012 whether to authorize the Walla
Walla City Transportation District to impose a sales and use tax in accordance with RCW
82.14.0455 in the amount of two-tenths of one percent (0.2%) for a period of ten years
for the purpose of financing certain transportation improvements; and

WHEREAS, the qualified electors of the district approved the proposition by an
affirmative vote of 4,275 (61.7%) in favor of the proposition and 2,654 (38.3%) against
the proposition at a special election held on February 14, 2012 which was certified by the
Canvassing Board for the County of Walla Walla, State of Washington, on February 28,
2012; and

WHEREAS, the Walla Walla City Transportation Benefit District passed
Ordinance TBD-2012-01 on May 9, 2012 imposing a sales and use tax in accordance
with RCW 82.14.0455 in the amount of two-tenths of one percent (0.2%) for the purpose
of financing certain transportation improvements for a period of ten years expiring on
June 30, 2022; and

WHEREAS, the Walla Walla City Council assumed the rights, powers,
immunities, functions, and obligations of the Walla Walla City Transportation Benefit
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District and became its governing board by Walla Walla City Ordinance 2017-28 passed
on August 23, 2017 in accordance with chapter 36.74 RCW; and

WHEREAS, the Walla Walla City Council passed City Resolution 2021-102 on
July 14, 2021 submitting a ballot proposition to the qualified electors of the district/city
on November 2, 2021 whether to extend imposition of sales and use tax in accordance
with RCW 82.14.0455 in the amount of two-tenths of one percent (0.2%) for the purpose
of financing certain transportation improvements for a period of ten years expiring on
June 30, 2032; and

WHEREAS, the qualified electors of the district/city approved the proposition by
an affirmative vote of 5,804 (74.03%) in favor of the proposition and 2036 (25.97%)
against the proposition at the election held on November 2, 2021 which was certified by
the Canvassing Board for the County of Walla Walla, State of Washington, on November
23, 2021; and

WHEREAS, the Walla Walla City Council considered adoption of this ordinance
during a duly called public meeting of said Council, has given it careful review and
consideration, finds said ordinance to be in the best interests of the City of Walla Walla,
and this ordinance having been passed by at least a majority of the whole membership of
the Walla Walla City Council,

NOW THEREFORE, the City Council of the City of Walla Walla ordains as
follows:
Section 1: Incorporation by reference. Chapters 36.73, 36.74 and 82.14 RCW, as
now or hereafter amended, are incorporated by reference insofar as applicable, and shall
have full force and effect with respect to taxes imposed by this ordinance.

Section 2: Sales and use tax. A sales and use tax in the amount of two-tenths of one
percent (0.2%) of the selling price in the case of a sales tax, or value of the article used in
the case of a use tax, is hereby extended and imposed upon the occurrence of any taxable
event within the boundaries of the Walla Walla City Transportation Benefit District (i.e.
City of Walla Walla) as they now exists or may be hereafter amended. The tax is in
addition to other taxes authorized by law.

Section 3: Term of sales and use tax. The sales and use tax imposed by this
ordinance shall commence on July 1, 2022 and expire on June 30, 2032. It is the intent of
this ordinance that the sales and use tax initially imposed by Walla Walla City
Transportation Benefit District Ordinance TBD-2012-01 (May 9, 2012) shall continue
uninterrupted.

Section 4: Use of tax revenues. Money received from the tax imposed by this
ordinance must be spent in accordance with the requirements of chapter 36.73 RCW.
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Section 5: Administration and collection of sales and use tax. The State of
Washington Department of Revenue is designated to administer and collect the sales and
use tax imposed by this ordinance in accordance with chapter 82.14 RCW. The Walla
Walla City Manager is authorized to execute a contract on behalf of the City of Walla
Walla and/or the Walla Walla City Transportation Benefit District with the State of
Washington Department of Revenue if needed, and amendments thereto, for the
administration and collection of the sales and use tax imposed by this ordinance. The
Walla Walla City Clerk is authorized and directed to attest any such contract and
amendments thereto.

Section 6: Corrections. The Walla Walla City Clerk is authorized to make
necessary clerical corrections to this ordinance, including, but not limited to, the
correction of scrivener's and clerical errors, references, numbering, section and
subsection numbers and any references thereto, and to make corrections and revisions
consistent with the requirements of the offices of the State of Washington Department of
Revenue which do not change the substantive meaning of this ordinance.

Section 7: Severability. If any section, sentence, clause, or phrase of this ordinance
should be held to be invalid or unconstitutional by a court of competent jurisdiction, such
invalidity or unconstitutionality shall not affect the validity or constitutionality of any
other section, sentence, clause or phrase.

Section 8: Summary. The Walla Walla City Clerk is authorized to publish a
summary of this ordinance in a form approved by the Walla Walla City Attorney.

SALES AND USES IN THE AMOUNT OF TWO-TENTHS OF ONE PERCENT
(0.2%) FOR A PERIOD OF TEN YEARS AND TAKING FURTHER ACTION
RELATED THERETO

The Walla Walla City Council passed an ordinance at its March 9, 2022 regular
meeting which provides in summary:

Extends the imposition of a voter approved sales and use tax in the amount of two-tenths
of one percent (0.2%) of the selling price in the case of a sales tax, or value of the article

2. ACTIVE AGENDA
A. Presentation on the City’s approach to cybersecurity.

Staff provided an overview of the Technology Services department,
security statistics/facts, incidents and consequences, and safeguards
against cyber-attacks. There was discussion on insurance against cyber-
attacks, remote access, and security on City-owned devices.

B. Pioneer Park pedestrian improvements.

Staff outlined the various pedestrian improvements needed at Pioneer

The construction estimates for these four projects total $585,000. Total cost
for all the improvements is estimated at $972,500.

C. Civil Service Exemptions.

Staff reported the City of Walla Walla is the only City of its size in
Washington State that still has the Police and Fire Chiefs under Civil
Service. By removing the Chief positions from Civil Service, the entire
management team would all be on a level playing field. All the
management team report directly to the City Manager. Having the “extra
layer” of Civil Service can be very disruptive to an organization. With the
current Chiefs retiring, this seems to be the optimum time to remove the
positions from Civil Service.

There was discussion on:

e Why the State legislature authorized the removal of police and fire
chiefs from Civil Service in 1987.

¢ lllegal actions by the City Manager could still be addressed through
the courts as a violation of public policy. The City Manager is
directly accountable to the City Council.

e Previous Police Chiefs were in favor of being included under Civil
Service to protect them from political pressures.

e Structure of the City of Walla Walla.

e Current climate in the Police Department. This action will only lead
to more uncertainty and instability and won’t change how the
department is run.

e The Civil Service Commission only has a role in the testing and
qualification of candidates, and any public appeal of disciplinary or
termination actions.

It is hard to predict potential use of the new playground.

Extending accessibility from the street to the playground.

Benefits of having a different design from other park playgrounds.

Councilmember Koehler moved to adopt Resolution No. 2022-25.
Councilmember Nakonieczny seconded the motion. The motion
unanimously carried with 7 yes votes and 0 no votes.

B. Resolution No. 2022-26 approving a recommendation from the
Planning Commission to approve a Shoreline Substantial
Development Permit and Shoreline Building Height Variance for the
9th and Rose building located at 170 North 9th Avenue.

Staff reviewed the request and recommendation of approval from the
Planning Commission. In addition to the Shoreline permit, the
recommendation also includes a building height variance.

Mayor Scribner polled the City Council for any conflicts of interest, ex-
parte contacts, or appearance of fairness issues. None were reported.

There was discussion on:
e Requirements for a cultural resources plan.
e Height of the proposed building and distance from the shoreline.
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e The first floor will be commercial with the upper floors being
residential apartments.
e The developer hopes to be under construction this year.

Council stressed the importance of planting actual trees and not shrubs.

Councilmember Koehler moved to adopt Resolution No. 2022-26.

Staff reviewed the need for a Shoreline Substantial Development permit
for the improvements to the downtown pedestrian plaza.

Mayor Scribner polled the City Council for any conflicts of interest, ex-
parte contacts, or appearance of fairness issues. None were reported.

There was brief discussion on the stormwater improvements for the
project, and the recirculation of water from the water features.

Councilmember Reyna moved to adopt Resolution No. 2022-27.
Councilmember Moss seconded the motion. The motion unanimously
carried with 7 yes votes and 0 no votes.

D. Ordinance No. 2022-04 amending the Municipal Code to exclude
the successors to the positions of Police Chief and Fire Chief from
Civil Service.

Staff outlined why the police chief and fire chief positions should be
excluded from Civil Service. This change will only apply to the successors
of the current chiefs. Walla Walla is the only City of fifty-one Washington
cities of similar size that still includes the chief positions under Civil Service.
Staff felt this was an optimum time to make this change with the pending
retirements of both the police chief and fire chief.

Mayor Scribner invited public input.
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Ron Peck, Walla Walla, spoke in opposition to removing the chief positions
from Civil Service.

Council expressed their individual opinions on whether the police and fire
chiefs should be removed from Civil Service. It was suggested that if the
positions are removed from Civil Service, that employment contracts be
required.

Councilmember Moss moved to adopt Ordinance No. 2022-04.
Councilmember Reyna seconded the motion. The motion carried with 4
yes votes by Councilmembers Koehler, Moss, Reyna, and Mayor Scribner
voting yes and 3 no votes by Councilmembers Casey, Eskil and
Nakonieczny.

HISTORY:

WHAT IS THIS CONTRACT FOR?
This is a construction contract with Culbert Construction, Inc. for construction of the
Alder/Poplar TBD - Merriam to Colville Project.

WHY IS IT NEEDED?

Both Alder and Poplar Streets rank high on the original 2012 TBD project priority list (#3 and
#8), and the new 2021 TBD citizen priority list (#6 and #1). Project work includes roadway
reconstruction of Poplar Street from Colville Street to the Alder/Park intersection, on Alder
Street from Spokane Street to Merriam Street, on Palouse Street from Birch Street to Mill
Creek, and on Park Street from Birch Street to Mill Creek (see vicinity map attached). The
project will remove the three traffic signals at the intersections of Alder/Poplar/Park,
Alder/Palouse, and Poplar/Palouse and construct roundabouts. The project will also replace
water, sewer, and storm systems, install three RRFB's, and improve lighting.

PROJECT INFORMATION/DETAILS:
In 2018, the City initiated the Alder/Poplar Corridor Study which engaged the public to



determine the best configuration for the corridor. The removal of two traffic signals on Alder
Street at Palouse and Park Streets and the installation of roundabouts was approved by
Resolution 2019-026. The replacement of another traffic signal with a roundabout at the
intersection of Palouse/Poplar was approved by Resolution 2020-083.

BIDDING DETAILS:

On January 31, and February 7, 2022, staff published a call for bids. On February 24, 2022,
two bids were received. Culbert Construction, Inc. is the lowest responsive and responsible
bidder, with a bid in the amount of $6,843,538.31.

The Alder/Poplar TBD Merriam to Colville project is consistent with the goals of the TBD. The
project has been reviewed and approved annually by the TBD Citizen Advisory Committee,
from the Corridor Study level through design, and most recently in the 2021 TBD Annual
Report & Work Plan.

HISTORY:

WHAT IS THE CONTRACT FOR?

This is a Professional Services Contract amendment with Anderson Perry & Associates, Inc
(AP) for construction management of the Alder/Poplar TBD - Merriam to Colville project. This
is amendment #2. Council authorized AP's original design contract on October 10, 2019
(Resolution 2019-114). Amendment #1, executed under the City Manager's authority provided
by Resolution 2019-114, addressed additional design elements on Palouse Street.

WHY DO WE NEED TO HIRE A CONSULTANT?

There are aspects of the construction management of this project which staff does not have
the qualifications to perform such as surveying, geotechnical, archeological and cultural
resource monitoring/inspection, and materials testing. More significantly, staff does not have
the capacity to manage and inspect this project, which to date is the largest city construction
project attempted in a single year.

IS THE COST REASONABLE?
The not-to-exceed cost of $573,500 was negotiated by staff with AP. A general rule of thumb
is that construction engineering is about 15% of construction costs. With the construction cost



estimated at $7.4 million, this contract is only 7.8% of estimated construction costs. It is staff's
position that the cost is fair and reasonable.

PROJECT INFORMATION:

Alder Street is ranked #3 on the 2012 TBD Criteria Ranked Project List. In 2018, the City
initiated the Alder/Poplar Corridor Study which engaged the public to determine the best
configuration for the corridor. The removal of two traffic signals on Alder Street at Palouse and
Park Streets and install roundabouts, was approved by Resolution 2019-026.

The replacement of another traffic signal with a roundabout at the intersection of
Palouse/Poplar was subsequently approved by Resolution 2020-083.

Work includes roadway reconstruction of Poplar Street from Colville Street to the Alder/Park
intersection, on Alder Street from Spokane Street to Merriam Street, on Palouse Street from
Birch Street to Mill Creek, and on Park Street from Birch Street to Mill Creek (see vicinity map
attached). The project will remove the three traffic signals at the intersections noted above and
construct roundabouts. The project will also replace water, sewer, and storm systems
throughout the project, improve street lighting, install three RRFB's, and make significant
improvements to all modes of transportation.

This project, along with the adjacent Poplar Street TBD - Colville to 5th project are both
planned for construction this year, 2022.

CONSULTANT SELECTION DETAILS:

Staff issued a Request for Proposals (RFP) on June 17, 2019 for a design contract, with an
option to hire the consultant for construction management. Two (2) Proposals were received
for consideration. Staff reviewed the proposals and selected AP and their sub-consultant team
as the most qualified per RCW 39.80. Staff is satisfied with their work to date, and considers
them to be the most qualified to continue through the construction management phase.

POLICY ISSUES:

The Alder/Poplar TBD - Merriam to Colville project is consistent with the goals of the TBD. The
project has been reviewed and approved annually by the TBD Citizen Advisory Committee,
from the Corridor Study level through design, most recently in the 2021 TBD Annual Report &
Work Plan. The project is also consistent with the goals of the Council adopted 2022-2027
Capital Facilities Plan, per Ordinance 2021-38.

WHAT IS THIS CONTRACT FOR?

This is a Professional Services Contract with Parametrix to update the City’s Landfill Master
Plan, Financial Assurance Plan, and Operations Plans for the landfill. These plans guide
facility planning (e.qg., infrastructure, future landfill areas, compost needs, household
hazardous waste facilities, etc.), environmental controls (e.g., landfill gas and leachate
management), and handling procedures. The information is also used for solid waste financial
planning, which is due to be updated in 2023.

WHY DO WE NEED TO HIRE A CONSULTANT?
Parametrix, and their subconsultant team, specialize in solid waste engineering, planning,
handling, and the associated environmental controls. City staff does not possess that expertise.

IS THE COST REASONABLE?
The not-to-exceed cost of $264,484.51 was negotiated by staff with Parametrix. The cost of
this update was compared against past efforts and found to be consistent, fair, and reasonable.



WHY ARE UPDATES NEEDED?

The City is in the process of comprehensive solid waste planning for the landfill. This major
planning effort has been primarily driven by the mandated update of the Walla Walla County
Solid Waste Management Plan (SWMP) which is required to be updated on a 6-year frequency
by 70A.205 RCW. Having current and up-to-date plans is crucial to plan for future
capacity/service, provide environmental controls, and to guide the financial planning necessary
to provide solid waste management for the County.

An annual update to the Financial Assurance Plan is required per WAC 173-351-600 and
provides a detailed cost estimate to close, and maintain once closed, the largest landfill area in
accordance with the steps identified in the Closure/Post Closure Plan. The current Financial
Assurance Plan was developed in 2014.

Operation plans for the landfill and the Household Hazardous Waste

(HHW) Facility are required per WAC 173-351-210. The current operation plans have not been
updated since 2004 and are very outdated. Walla Walla County Department of Community
Health, the regulator for the landfill, has asked that these plans be updated. Updating the other
plans included in the scope of work for this contract will require the consultant to visit the
landfill and conduct thorough reviews of the facility which is also required to update the
operation plans. Updating of the operation plans at the same time as the other plans is
included in this scope of work for efficiency and cost saving purposes.

CONSULTANT SELECTION DETAILS:

A Request for Proposals (RFP) from consultants for comprehensive solid waste planning was
issued on July 14, 2020. Five proposals were received and reviewed by City staff. Parametrix
was selected as the most qualified firm to perform the work.

Under the first phase of the planning process, Parametrix performed an alternatives analysis
which determined that the City should continue utilizing the landfill over transitioning to a long
haul (transfer station) facility. The second phase of this work is an update to the SWMP and is
currently in process. This contract is the third phase of the multi-phase solid waste planning
effort that began in 2020.

POLICY ISSUES:
Contracts greater than or equal to $20,000 require Council authorization.

This planning project is included in the current (2022-2027) Capital Facilities Plan (Ordinance
2021-38) and prior Capital Facilities Plans adopted by Council.

Authorizes a time and materials, not-to-exceed, professional services contract in the amount of
$47,608 with David Evans & Associates, Inc., to conduct public outreach regarding the potential
removal of the 6th Avenue Mill Creek bridge and replacement with a pedestrian structure, and
pending that public outreach, apply for a WSDOT Bridge Program Grant application to remove and
replace Mill Creek bridges, at 4th Avenue with a vehicular bridge, and at 5th and 6th Avenue with
pedestrian bridges.

Information
HISTORY:

WHAT IS THE CONTRACT FOR?

This is a Professional Services Contract with David Evans & Associates Inc. for public
outreach regarding the potential replacement of the Mill Creek bridge at 6th Avenue with a
pedestrian structure, and pending that outreach, pursuing a WSDOT Bridge Program Grant
application to remove and replace Mill Creek bridges at 4th Avenue with a vehicular bridge,
and 5th and 6th Avenue with pedestrian bridges.

WHY DO WE NEED TO HIRE A CONSULTANT?
The City's Engineering Division has multiple vacancies and hiring a consultant allows staff to
work on and oversee a variety of other projects that also need to be completed.

IS THE COST REASONABLE?
The not-to-exceed cost of $47,608 was negotiated by staff with DEA. With approximately 295
labor hours, this equates to an average hourly rate of $161, which is consistent with



engineering and design services on similar past projects.

PROJECT INFORMATION:

In early 2021, the City conducted public outreach regarding the Mill Creek bridges at 4th, 5th,
and 6th Avenues, in advance of pursuing a WSDOT Bridge Program grant application. After
sharing public feedback with Council, direction was given to pursue a grant application for
removal of the 4th and 5th Avenue bridges, replacement of the 4th Avenue bridge with a
vehicular structure, and pursue additional public outreach regarding the 6th Avenue bridge and
it's replacement with either a vehicular or pedestrian structure.

WSDOT did not award the City's grant application for 4th and 5th Avenue bridges, but noted
the City's application was the top scoring project not to be funded.

WSDOT Bridge Program call for grant applications are typically every other year. Staff has
learned that WSDOT is anticipating an additional call for projects in spring 2022, even though
they had a call last spring 2021. This call is expected to have a very quick turn around
requirement due date in April. Resultantly, staff has worked with DEA to establish a scope and
fee to conduct additional public outreach on 6th Avenue, and pursue another grant

application. If the WSDOT call for projects does not allow time for public outreach on 6th
Avenue bridge, the City will only pursue 4th and 5th Avenue bridges over Mill Creek, with
replacement of 4th with a vehicular structure, and replacement of 5th with a pedestrian
structure.

CONSULTANT SELECTION DETAILS:

Staff selected DEA off the professional services roster as the most qualified firm to perform this
work. The City's former Bridge Program Engineer - Johnny LeMaster is now with DEA. It was
Mr. LeMaster who led the public outreach last year, and led pursuit of the bridge program grant
application. As such, DEA is the most familiar, knowledgeable, cost effective, and most
qualified for this work.

WHEREAS, the City of Walla Walla evaluated the statement of qualifications and
performance data of those parties and firms on file, and finds that David Evans and
Associates, Inc. is the most qualified to provide such services to the City of Walla Walla;

ORDINANCE NO. 2022-06

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING SECTION 8.20.195 OF THE WALLA WALLA MUNICIPAL
CODE

WHEREAS, the City of Walla Walla passed Municipal Ordinance A-2405 on May 13,
1970 which classified the City of Walla Walla as a nonchartered code city under Title 35A of the
Revised Code Washington (RCW); and

WHEREAS, Article 11, section 11, of the Washington State Constitution provides that
the City of Walla Walla “may make and enforce within its limits all such local police, sanitary
and other regulations as are not in conflict with general laws;” and

WHEREAS, Walla Walla has “all of the powers which any city of any class may have
and shall be governed in matters of state concern by statutes applicable to such cities in
connection with such powers to the extent to which such laws are appropriate and are not in
conflict with the provisions specifically applicable to code cities” pursuant to RCW 35A.21.160
of the Revised Code of Washington; and

WHEREAS, the Walla Walla City Council, by RCW 35A.11.020, and through RCW
35A.13.230, has any authority ever given to legislative bodies of any class of municipality which
may be exercised in regard to the improvement, maintenance protection, restoration and
beautification of public ways, real property, and improvement or use of real property; and

WHEREAS, the City of Walla Walla encourages projects which benefit the community
and neighborhoods of the City; and

WHEREAS, the Walla Walla City Council has considered adoption of this ordinance
during a regularly and duly called public meeting of said Council, has given careful review and
consideration to said ordinance, and finds said ordinance to be in the best interests of the City of
Walla Walla,

NOW THEREFORE, the City Council of the City of Walla Walla ordains as
follows:

Section 1: The Walla Walla City Council finds that community projects confer a benefit of
reasonably general character to a significant part of the public when they improve, maintain,
protect, restore or beautify areas of the City of Walla Walla. It further finds that expenditures
and in-kind contributions made by the City to community projects further public purposes.

Section 2: Section 8.20.195 is amended to read as follows (added terms are bolded and
italicized; and removed terms are stricken):

8.20.195 Solid waste collection and disposal charges.



A. Monthly charges for regular residential curb side waste collection services shall apply in
amounts set forth in the City’s rate ordinance(s) to each dwelling unit for single family
residential dwellings, duplexes, multiple dwelling units using separate containers per unit,
multiple dwelling units which are permitted by the City to share a 300 gallon container located in
a public right of way, and rooming houses in which the rooms are permitted by the City to share
a container.

B. Additional charges for single family residential dwellings, duplexes, multiple dwelling
units using separate containers per unit, rooming houses in which the rooms are permitted by the
City to share a container, and special cases in which the City permits a customer to utilize curb
side service:

1. Charges shall apply in amounts set forth in the City's rate ordinance(s) to
reposition a container per occurrence (e.g. if container must be manually positioned prior to
being emptied, or if container is left out past 6:00 p.m. the day of service and has to be returned
to private property).

2. Charges shall apply in amounts set forth in the City's rate ordinance(s) for off-
route collections, extra re-fill collection, delivery of container or pick ups of container, per
occurrence (e.g. pick up container not placed out on time, extra pick ups).

3. Charges shall apply in amounts set forth in the City's rate ordinance(s) for overfull
containers or containers with loose contents that spill during collection (e.g. lid unable to
completely close) per occurrence.

4. Charges shall apply in amounts set forth in the City's rate ordinance(s) for carry
out residential customers per container/ each occurrence.

5. Customers shall pay costs to repair or replace equipment and vehicles damaged
through the customer’s fault.

6. Extra charges may also be imposed by the City Sanitation Division in addition to
those enumerated herein.
C. Cleanup Programs and Fee Waivers.

1. The city manager is authorized to implement cleanup programs not more than

twice each year by issuing a landfill courtesy pass to each continuing billing account that
includes regularly scheduled, weekly solid waste disposal services at the time the pass is issued.
The pass will be limited to the value of one vehicle load up to six hundred pounds of regular
solid waste and may be applied to tipping or special fees. The cost of the courtesy pass shall be
included in the above rates.

2. The city manager is also authorized to waive or reduce landfil fees and charges
and to provide staff and equipment for community eleanup projects approved by the city
manager.

D. Monthly charges for other regular waste collection services shall apply in amounts set
forth in the City’s rate ordinance(s) based upon container size per container for collection
services that do not qualify for regular residential curb side service, including without limitation
multi-family dwellings containing more than ten units, as determined by the City in its sole



discretion.

E. Additional fees shall be charged in amounts set forth in the City's rate ordinance(s) for
extraordinary pick ups, including, but not limited to, extra residential and commercial collections
not on regular route or day, return for container not placed properly at curb by 7:00 a.m.

1. Special pick ups:

Charges for labor, trucks, equipment, and disposal shall apply in amounts set forth in the
City's rate ordinance(s) for special pick ups. A minimum charge shall apply in amounts set forth
in the City's rate ordinance(s) for each pick up.

2. Overfull containers:

The charges for regular service apply only to one container with lid closed. Whenever
refuse is heaped or piled on top of container, city collectors may choose to collect or leave for
special pick up. If collectors pick up excess, a prorated cost will be added to regular fee based
entirely on estimate of collector.

3. Biomedical waste collection:

Collection site, waste weight, container rental, and disposal charges shall apply for
regularly scheduled biomedical waste collection services in amounts set forth in the City's rate
ordinance(s) for each pick up. Pick ups on days not regularly scheduled and other special fees
shall be charged at a rate established by the City Sanitation Division.

4. Extra charges may also be imposed by the City Sanitation Division in addition to
those enumerated herein.
F. Regular disposal charges for the sanitary landfill shall be based upon refuse weight per

load in amounts set forth in the city’s rate ordinance(s). Charges consisting of a disposal fee and
any other applicable charges are consolidated in the city’s rate ordinance(s). Fixed amounts shall
be charged for loads up to three hundred pounds. Loads over three hundred pounds shall be
charged a pro rata amount per ton. Special charges may also apply. Charges may be based upon
estimated weight by the city landfill division if the scale is not in operation.

G. Special refuse disposal charges:

1. Tires. Tires will be charged based on type, size, and whether they are affixed to a
rim or not as set forth in the city’s rate ordinance(s).

2. Asbestos. Any load containing asbestos shall be subject to special charges. Loads

containing asbestos shall be subject to special weight charges per ton, or any portion thereof, in
amounts set forth in the city’s rate ordinance(s) in lieu of regular weight charges.

3. Animals. Regular charges shall apply in amounts set forth in the city’s rate
ordinance(s) and a minimum charge may apply.
4. Biomedical Waste. Biomedical waste may be delivered to the landfill for disposal

in a special biomedical waste cell only at times specified and posted by the city or by special
arrangement. Loads containing biomedical waste shall be subject to special weight charges per
pound in amounts set forth in the city’s rate ordinance(s) in lieu of regular weight charges.

5. Inerts (Cement, concrete, rock, asphalt, or soil). Any load containing only
cement, concrete, rock, asphalt or soil shall be subject to special weight charges per ton, or any



portion thereof, in amounts set forth in the City's rate ordinance(s) in lieu of regular weight
charges. If such materials are mixed with other refuse, the highest applicable disposal charges
shall apply to the entire load. In addition, loads may be refused, at the sole discretion of the
landfill supervisor or designee, if they contain an unacceptable amount of reinforcing steel or
other materials.

6. Computer Hardware, Televisions, Appliances with Refrigerant or Compressors
and Other Electronic Devices. Any load containing computer hardware, televisions, appliances
with refrigerant or compressors or other electronic devices shall be subject to an additional per
each fee in addition to the applicable per load/ton charges, as set forth in the city’s rate
ordinance(s). Subject to approval by the Landfill Supervisor, customers providing proof of
certified refrigerant/compressor decommissioning may be exempted from the additional fee.

7. Customers shall pay costs to repair or replace equipment and vehicles damaged
through the customer’s fault.

8. Extra charges may also be imposed by the City Landfill Division in addition to
those enumerated herein.

9. Yard Waste. Any load containing only yard waste shall be subject to special
weight charges per ton, or any portion thereof, in amounts set forth in the city’s rate ordinance in
lieu of regular weight charges.

H. Landfill Supervisor to determine applicable fees.

The Landfill Supervisor is authorized to determine the applicability of the any charge or

fee hereby imposed.
l. A surcharge will be added in amounts set forth in the City's rate ordinance(s) for all loads
uncovered or inadequately covered or secured, to defray additional litter control costs incurred
by the city. This is in addition to tipping fees or special spill cleanup or improper dumping
charges, which are billed based upon specific labor and materials charges, as determined by the
city.

J. Charges shall apply in amounts set forth in the City's rate ordinance(s) to weigh any type
of vehicle.
K. Minimum charges, and hourly charges, shall apply in amounts set forth in the City's rate

ordinance(s) for opening the landfill outside of normal hours of operation, in addition to the other
applicable disposal fees. Special arrangements must be made five days in advance with the
landfill supervisor.
L. Solid waste assistance charges shall apply as set forth in the City's rate ordinance(s) for
handling special disposal items outside of standard solid waste. Special items include, without
limitation: trailer houses, confiscated methamphetamine labs, and other items that require extra
personnel or equipment to handle.
M. Charges shall apply in amounts set forth in the City's rate ordinance(s) for drop-off box
service:

1. There shall be a charge for each container delivery;

2. There shall be a daily container rental charge based upon the size of the container



and whether or not it is regularly placed or only temporarily placed;

3. Containers will be picked up at least every two weeks and collection charges shall
apply for each pick up;

4. Landfill and disposal charges and fees shall additionally apply.
N. Additional charges for drop-off box service:

1. Minimum charges shall apply in amounts set forth in the City's rate ordinance(s)
for overfull containers, and additional charges shall apply on the basis of time and equipment
needed to load prior to transportation.

2. Charges shall apply in amounts set forth in the City's rate ordinance(s) for
relocation of container per occurrence.

3. Charges shall apply in amounts set forth in the City's rate ordinance(s) for each
call back required to pick up a blocked container.

4. Container damage will be charged according to damage caused during the time
the box was rented.

5. Extra charges may also be imposed by the City Sanitation Division in addition to
those enumerated herein.
0. Compactor Service. Certain commercial and institution customers have purchased self-

compacting drop boxes and rear-loaded containers. Service and disposal of solid waste in
owner-furnished containers will be computed at actual cost including labor, equipment,
overhead, disposal fees and all costs involved. Disposal costs for rear-loaded containers on
regular commercial routes will be computed on basis of compacted refuse and occasionally
verified by actual weight.

P. Any additional disposal costs incurred by the city due to the placement in residential or
commercial containers of materials which are prohibited under Section 8.20.060(G) or are
declared to be unacceptable under Section 8.20.150, or are determined to be hazardous under
WAC Chapter 173-303 or result in charges to the city collection service in an amount more than
the standard domestic or commercial refuse disposal rate (including, but not limited to, dead
animals, tires or asbestos), shall be passed on to and paid by the user of the container. Any
damage caused to the residential or commercial containers or equipment resulting from the
placement of any of the above-referenced materials in the containers shall be the responsibility of
the container user, and the user shall bear the cost of repairing or replacing the container.

Q. Sales taxes, refuse taxes, and other applicable state taxes shall be collected in addition to
charges specified in the City's rate ordinance(s).
R. All accounts for sanitation shall be kept in the name of the owner of the property and not

in the name of the tenant, and the owner only shall be held responsible for payment of all
accounts. All delinquent and unpaid charges for sanitation or other related charges shall be a lien
against the premises to which the same are furnished.

Section 3: The City Manager is authorized to adopt policies, regulations, and forms which
implement and are consistent with this ordinance.



Section 4: The City Clerk and the codifiers of this ordinance are authorized to make
necessary clerical corrections to this ordinance including, but not limited to, the correction of
scrivener's/clerical errors, references, ordinance numbering, section/subsection numbers and any
references thereto.

Section 5: If any section of this ordinance, or part thereof, shall be adjudged invalid by a
court of competent jurisdiction, its invalidity shall not affect the remainder hereof.

Section 6: This ordinance shall take effect upon passage and publication of a summary

hereof in the manner provided by law.

Section 7: The Walla Walla City Clerk is directed to publish a copy of a summary and notice
of adoption of this ordinance as permitted by section 35A.12.160 of the Revised Code of
Washington.
